The fighting at the letic Ciub is usually 
in gloves, but often in a ring, under 
professional rules, with the most exciting re- 
sults in bloodshed and bruises. In the public 
exhibitions the savage battles are between 
professional prize-fighters hired for the pur- 
pose; but equally desperate and damaging en- 
counters are held priv. by members. Here 
is an instance that has before been report- 
ed: Willie Ellmgsworth bas achieved distinc- 
tion in amateur athieties. He has'a tremen- 
dous physique, with notably long arms, and 
shoulders fairly hum by muscular develop- 
ment. His fist is like a bam, and his soul is 
swolien by the one boundless ambition of 
knocking out any man who presumes to stand 
in sparring attitude before him. His tactics 
before he strikes a blow are enough to frighten 
four men in five. ke runs at his antagonist 
witb a snort, stops suddenly when close to him, 
and then stamps wildly on the stage, while bis 
face goes through 4 series of grimaces, before 
he begins to get in bis fine work. He is. the

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tional view of the atcade, which, as will be 
seen, is divided into twe compartments or 
Separate tunnels, both well lighted and 


ventilated. Going out the oars will pass 
through one compartment and return by the 
other, the brick partition wall shutting out all 
a@isagreeable noise from passing trains and 
avoiding all possibility of collision. In con- 
struc the arcade it is proposed to dig a 
trench through the middle of che street and 
down to several inches below data. Two 
perpendicular brick walls, seven feet six inches 
high, three feet thick at the base and twenty 
inches at the top, and twenty-four feet apart 
will then be run parallel the entire length of the 
street or as far as the line extends. These wails 
will de built on rock foundation of such solidity 
that will be practically impossible for the 
masonry to settle. Midway between these ex- 
terior walls will be a brick partifion or divid- 
ing wall sixteen inches thick, separating the 
arcade into two compartments, each eleven feet 
four inches wide. The floors of the arcade, as 
will de seen in the dagram, have the form of 
an inverted double arch, while the roof is a 
level plane. As the topof the root is sunk 
twenty inches below the surface grade of the 
str@et the road does not form the slightest ob- 
struction to street traffic, and thousands of 
teams migbt 1 to and fro unconscious that 
trains of cars f ted witb . were 
Bpeeding 22 forth beneath their feet. 

The interior of arcade, as shown by a 
longitudinal plan, presents about the same ap- 
pearance as One of the tunnels under the Chi- 
cago River, only there is no slope, and it is not 
arched overhead. Neither do streams of water 
trickle from the roof and inspire those whe 
enter with a dread of being drowned before 
they can reach the surface. The rails over 
which the trains are to pass are twelve feet 
and six inches below the surface of the street, 
and sufficient space is left between the calls 
and fleor of the arcade to run cabies, if used iu 
Operating the cars, and the water, sewer, and 
gas pipes of the city, the company having 
promised to provide for all mains on the line 
of its road. The dimensions of the tunnel or 
arcade are ampie to accommodate cars seven 
feet high and seven feet six inches wide and 
still leave sufficient space for free ventilation, 
there being a space of three feet between the 
car and exterior wall and tweive inches be- 
tween the roof of the car and the top of the 
arcade. 

Elaborate plans of the proposed method of 
crossing the river aregiven. Beginning on the 
west side of the river, at a point about midway 
between Canal and Jefferson streets, the 
arcade merges into a double tunnel, each com- 
partment eireular in form, twelve feet wide 
and thirteen feet six inches high, twen- 
ty-four inch walls, and partitioned 
by a twenty-one inch brick wall. This tunnel 
bas a gradual incline toward the middle of the 
river, dropping seven feet to every 100 
longitudina feet, and forming a slope 450 
feet long. The bottom of the tunnel, when it 
reaches the centre Of the river, is thirty-four 
feet below datum. From that point the up- 
ward grade extends to the east side of the 
South Branch, connecting with the arcade 
agaip in the vicinity of Market street. 

Along the line, at conVenient distances for 
the public, are stations for entering or leaving 
the trains. A plan of the east terminal sta- 
tion, to be located near the corner of Monroe 
and State streets, accompanies the specifica- 
tions. As viewed from the street the 
entrance to the station looks like the entrance 
for pedestrians to the Washington street tun- 
nel. In going to the trains passeugers descend 
a fight of seventeen stone steps to the plat- 
form eighty feet long and ten feet wide, trom 
which he steps aboard of the cars. Of course, 
wherever stations are loca it will be neces- 
sary to widen the arcade, and at such pomts 
the tracks and depot will extend across the en- 
tire breadth of the thorougfare. 

The petition. will come before the Council 
Monday night. 

ANXIOUS PROPERTY-OWNERS. 

There is considerable uneasiness among 
down-town property-owners on Monroe street 
over this proposed railroad. Some of them 
have an idea—a mistaken one—that the Coun- 
cilcan grant the franchise without the con- 
sent of the property-owners, and that the first 
thing they know the street will be dug up 
and railroad trains running ia front of 
their stores. They fear that if a tunnel is 
made through the unsubstantial subsoil, part 
clay and part quicksand, and trains are run 
back and forto at a high rate of sveed, it will 
not be long before the ground begins to give 
way and their baildings will be thrown down. 
Much of the subsoil on the South Side is notori- 
ously untrustworthy, as was shown by the ex- 

ences with the Court-House and Custom- 
Fou use, and it is feared by the property-owners 
that the constant vibration and oscillanon of 
rapidly-moving engines will bring their struct- 
ures down about their ears. re seems, 
however, to be no immediate cause for fears, 
because unquestionably the consent of a ma- 
jority of the property-owners on the line of the 
street will be required before a franchise can 
pe granted. The only danger might be of a 
company getting enough of frontage at the 
extreme western end of the street to swamp 
the eastern end, for, while as regards elevated 
railroads the coasent of a majority in each 
mile ig required, that does not apply either to 
gteam railroads laid

REGISTRATION UNDER THE NEW 
| LAW. 

The official election and registration notice 
of the Commissioners has already appeared 
in our columns. It sets forth the date of the 
spring election for Aldermen and town ofii- 
cers, April 6, and contains the novel and 
cheering announcement that the polls will 
then open at G a. m. and close at 4 p. m., 
sharp, in accordance with the provisions of 
the new law. In the administration of this 
new law everything will be ‘equally sharp. 
The voters of Chicago should also give special 
attention to another announcement in this 
notice—namely: that the judges of election. 
will be at the various polling-places Tuesday 
next, and also Tuesday, the 16th inst., from 
8 a. m. until 9 p. m., and that all persons 
who desire to vote must appear before them 
and register. f 

It is further of importance for all voters to 
remember that the old-fashioned system of 
affidavits, regular or patent, has been done 
away with, and that no person can vote un- 
less he is reg before the day of elec 
tion, and that one must personally see 
to his registration. As this will be the first 
test of the workings of the new law it is im- 
portant that every dply-qualified voter should 
attend to this duty, so that no obstacles 
may be thrown in the way of its thor 
ough enforcement. It is equally important 
for voters to do this because the election 
itself is an important one, as the complexion 
of the next Couneil will be decided by it. If 
the new law is thoroughly carried out it will 
be possible to have an honest election under 
its provisions. The registry will be purged 
of illegal voters and bogus names. No votes 
can be run in on patent affidavits. As the 
polls will close at 4 p. m. ho crooked work 
ean be done under cover of darkness. Every 
legal voter, therefore, should see to it that his 
name ison the registry, particularly every 
Republican voter, for his party now hasan op- 
portunity such as it has never had be- 
fore to get rid of the ‘perpetual Aldermen 
and to clean out the corrupt gang which has 
so long dominated’ thé Municipal Govern- 
ment. It will not be. wise to neglect regis- 
tration because the election is an off one, 
nor is it tair to the law itself. It should 
have as impartial a trial as if it were a gen- 
eral election, and such a trial will accomplish, 
aniong other things, the reform of the City 
Council.

THE COUNTY ABSTRACT MUDDLE. 

It is time for the County Commissioners to 
meet the real-estate men half-way and settle 
the dispute over the abstracts. In attempting 
to secure a large share of the abstract busi- 
ness for the Recorder and to exclude the pro- 
fessional abstractmakers from the privileges 
of the Recorder’s office, the Commissioners 
find themselves tied up by an injunction from 
the courts. Conceding that they desired 
only to put the business on a paying basis in 
the Recorder's office and furnish the public 
reliable abstracts at cheap prices, the plans 
of the Commissioners are not only impractica- 
ble, but of such doubtful validity that they 
have provoked the interference of the courts, 
and there is strong reason to believe that the 
temporary injunction will be made perma- 
nent. ‘This means a complete defeat for the 
Commissioners and the whole matter left 
just where it was. A reform is necessary in 
the methods of furnishing abstracts, but 
in order to reach it the Commissioners must 
first abandon a position which they cannot 
maintain. 

A question essentially the same as that in 
issue between the Commissioners and the 
abstractmakers was decided a few days ago 
in the courts at Marion, Ind. The County 
Recorder had denied certain abstractmakers 
access to the records on the ground that they 
had no interest in the properties on record 
further than to use the information thus de- 
rived as a commodity for speculation and 
thus usurp the rights and emoluments of his 
office. It will be noticed that ‘the Indiana 
Recorder took precisely the same ground as 
the Cook County Commissioners, who held 
that the abstractmakers were using the pub- 
lic records for “‘ speculative purposes” and 
* private gain.” The conrt held, however, 
that any one interested in the records of a 
county had a right to examine them and take 
such memoranda as he wished; that it was 
not necessary that the person making the 
examination should be the owner of the 
property described, but that he could appoint 
an agent to act in his place and exercise 
all his,original right. The Recorder might 
require such a person to show a power of 
attorney, and when this was done the ab- 
stractmaker would stand in the position of 
the owner of the property. Just the same 
state of affairs is presented in the contro- 
versy in this county. ‘So far us the abstract- 
makers are concerned individually the peo- 
ple have little con about their privi- 
leges or immunities”; but their business 
makes them in a certain sense the agents or

THE GERMAN OPERA. 

The opera season in Chicago seems to have 
been laid out by nationalities —Italian, Ger- 
man, and American. The first of these, un- 
der the redoubtable Col, Mapleson, who is 
now struggling with a sea of adversity in St. 
Louis and devising ways and means to get 
across the continent to San Francisco, has 
already been given without creating any se- 
rious ripple in the musical world. The Ger- 
man season will begin next week, the Amer! 
can not until the last week in May. 

The German season, therefore, will be the 
next in order, and its prospectus indicates 
that from the musical point of view it will 
be highly enjoyable. It may be premised 
that the operas in its repertory cannot be 
mounted here as they were at the Metropoli- 
tan in New York, for the simple reason that 
we have no such stage. This is not the 
fault of the operatic management but our 
own, as well as our own misfortune. Until 
we have a well-equipped opera-house with a 
stage sufficient in size and general appoint- 
ments for all demands made upon it, it is use- 
less to expect. we can have opera as it is 
given in more fortunate cities. This, how- 
ever, will not deter the management from 
placing the operas on the stage as perfectly 
as can be done within its limitations, and it 
is needless to say that it cannot interfere 
with that spirit of earnestness in perform- 
ance which always characterizes German 
troupes. In a word, we shall have opera as 
well done as it is possible to do it, consider- 
ing its environments. If there should be any 
deficiency over and above that it must be 
charged to our own shortcomings or indiffer- 
ence in the matter ot securing an opera- 
house worthy of the city or as good as the 
one which it possessed before the fire. 

The prospectus shows that the troupe is 
well equipped. Among its leading artists 
are Mesdames Krauss and Kraemer-Wiedl; 
Sylva and Alvary (tenors), Robinson and 
Staudigl (baritones), and Fischer and Lehm- 
ler (bassos). The orchestra is made up from 
that of the New York Symphony Society, 
and the chorus from that which has already 
appeared at the Metropolitan, and the whole 
will be under the direction of Adolph Neuen- 
dorff, who is no stranger to Chicago. The 
repertory for the season will include * Ri- 
enzi,” The Queen of Sheba,” Tann- 
häuser,“ 10 Lohengrin,“ “The Prophet,” 
Faust,“ and “ William Tell.” Of these, 
Goldmark’s brilliant work, The Queen of 
Sheba,” and Waener’s early production, 
„ Rienzi,” written before he had entered 
upon his later method of the musle-drama, 
will be the novelties. The list is an at- 
tractive one, and one that should draw.“ 
The opera commences next week, and bids 
fair to be a notable feature in our otherwise 
quiet musical season. 


THE AIR TELEGRAPH. 

Mr. Edison has contributed a paper to the 
current number of the North American Re 
view upon his new system of telegraphy by 
induction between moving railway-trains and 
the fixed stations of the road, the statements 
in which clearly enough entitle him t his 
familiar appellation of the wizard.” The 
introduction to his description of the air tele- 
graph gives us aclew to his methods of in- 
vestigation. Nearly all of his great discoy- 
eries have been made while he was studying 
in quite another direction, and the air tele 
graph is not an exception to the rule, He 
says: 

For some years I have been at work look- 


ing for a new force, traces of which I 
bave often observed in my study of 


which 
is constantly present in many forms and 
places, but bas never been measured, named, 


or brought under control. I have devised doz 


ens of machines to test this unknown force and 
ascertain ite characteristics, and I have now 
planned a test which may within a few months 
give mea ciear proof of its existence and put 
me on the trail by which I can follow it up and 
capture it. 

It was while hunting down this new force, 
with which he expects to astonish the world, 
that he discoveted he could throw a strong 
electric current fifty feet through the air. He 
immediately dropped his new force. for evi- 
dently he has it safely corralled, and com- 
menced investigating on the new lead, with 
the result that he can now send it 580 feet! 
No wonder he says: It was like finding 
suddenly a new volume of romance in the 
endless library of electrical wonders.” 

His description of the system itself is brief, 
for naturally he does not care to disclose all 
the secrets of his great discovery to the 
world, nor to admit the public to a too close 
inspection of the deus ex machina. The 
signalizing apparatus at the station is con- 
nected with three or four of the regular tele- 
graph wires. On the moving train the wires 
from the battery and instrument are grounded 
through the axles and wheels and another 
wire connects with the metal roof of the car 
and charges it with electricity. In this way, 
he says, “the roof acts as one side of a 
condenser and the usual telegraph wires 
stretched on poles along the edge of the road- 
bed form the other side.” The waves of 
electricity from the apparatus in the car fol- 
low each other at the rate of 600 per second, 
making a continuous musical sound, and this 
is broken into long and short sounds which 
the operators hear through telephonic sound- 
ers. Mr. Edison claims that any average 
operator can read these messages with even 
greater ease than he can read from the 
ordinary relay instrument. With this process 
he not only can telegraph from a station to 
the moving train, but from the train to the 
station, and from one moving train to an- 
other, at any point on the road. Not con- 
tent with its application to railroad service 
he expects to use it so that ships at sea, 
though miles apart, can exchange es, 
enabling merchants to know just where Laer 
vessels are and alter their destinations if 
necessary. 

Mr. Edison, however, lays most stress upon 
its application to railroad service. He élaims 
that it will enable freight trains to make 
their runs without being bound by a fixed 
schedule, and give the train-dispatcher com- 
plete control of every train on the road. In 
case of wreck, blockades, or broken trains, 
there can be no delay in receiving a report, 
‘The moment anything goes seriously wrong 
on the roads either the operator on the train 
which has met with the accident or the oper- 
ator on the train nearest to it telegraphs to 
the dispatcher, The dispatcher at once calls 
through his instrument for a report from 
every train, and in a few minutes he obtains 
full knowledge of the state and position of 
each train on his division.” It will prevent

Mr. Edison closes his description of his 
new system with the astonishing declaration 
that he may yet find some means of using 
telephones on trains for oral conversation. 
What he will not do, especially after he 
captures the new force whose trail he has 
struck, it would be very unsafe to say. 
Meanwhile local interest will attach to the 
alr-telegraph system, as it will be tested on 
the Milwaukee & St Paul Railroad this 
week, between Chicago and Milwaukee. 
That it will be successful we may infer from 
his own modest words: 


The working of the invention is not a matter 
of unoertainty. It is already developed and 
perfected, and can be applied anywhere. 1 
have bad it elaborately tested for several 
months, and it operates equally well in ail 
weathers. So completely is it under control 
that, I think, by ning metallic plates on 
bouses near the regular lines of telegraph- 
wires, offices could be opened in those houses 
and an opposition telegraph system be started 
on the same wires. The new railway telegraph 
is complete as it stands today; and, in its new 
utilization of induced electricity as well as in 
Its widespread, practical bearings, it seems to 
me—if I may speak of n for a moment with- 
out regard to my personal relation to it-—one 
of the most important among recent inven- 
tions in the results it is likely to accomplish. 


UNDERGROUND RAILROADS. 

The proposition to build underground rail- 
roads along the lines of Monroe and La 
Salle streets, from the business centre to the 
outskirts of the city, is in harmony with a 
suggestion made in these columns a few 
months ago. Weare not advised as to the 
ability of the parties concerned to carry out 
the scheme, but the idea itself is a good one, 
and well worthy of earnest attention by those 
who wish to see a satisfactory solution of 
the problem of rapid transit between the city 
and its suburbs. The building of elevated 
railroads in a city is favored chiefly on 
account of the relative cheapness of construc- 
tion,and without dueconsideration for the an- 
noyance to which the L road inevitably 
subjects those who are unfortunate enough to 
live on the line of its route. In the business 
sections the annoyance is not apt to be felt so 
severely as in the residence portions, and 
there can be no doubt that a great deal of it 
would be an inseparable feature of the ar- 
rangement, not to be obviated by improve 
ments that may yet be achieved by inventive 
genius. The noise may be lessened, but can- 
not be dispensed with; and the only method 
by which the residents could secure privacy 
would be by ashutting out from themselves 
of the light which ought to be regarded as in- 
dispensable to a well-regulated household. 
There may be some whose curtain treatment 
of the front room shows they do not appre- 
clate the sunlight; but they would be still 
greater objects of pity with an L road” 
in front of them. 

There should be no difficulty in construct- 
ing a railroad under the street level in this 
city other than that incident to the expense 
of the undertaking. The chief trouble would 
lie with the drainage, and that is only a mat- 
ter of water-tight bailding, which has been 
accomplished elsewhere and in one instance 
at home. The Washington street tunnel is 
not a success in this respect, but that is be- 
cause it was the first attempted here, and its 
tendency to leak is not badly repeated in the 
bore under the river at La Salle street. 
The questions of light and air in 
the railroad tunnel are easy to be 
handled: in these days of electric 
illumination and scientific knowledge of the 
art of ventilation, while the walking down 
and up would be no more difficult than that 
involved in the gomg up and down for the 
elevated railroad, Even if it be admitted, as 
is claimed by some, that the underground 
line in London is not a favorit with the pub- 
lie, the argument against constructing such 
lines here would not be a very strong one, as 
we have the advantage of experience in its 
building. But that road really seems to be 
an unqualified success. ‘Trains have been 

@un along it for years at intervals of as little 
as two minutes with perfect safety by the use 
of the block system, and the annual divi- 
dends have run as high as 14 per cent. It 
may be added that such a profit on invest- 
ments is a muen rarer thing in England than 
in this country. That road and its branches 
have opened up suburban districts of enor- 
mous extent in the directions of north and 
west from the heart of the city, and have lit- 
erally created South Kensington into a fash- 
lonable suburb where twenty years ago were 
scarcely any residences. 

There is very good reason for the claim 
that the construction of underground rail- 
roads in this city would prove to be of far 
greater value as aids to our growth than 
would the building of lines in the air. It 
would give us an advantage over New York 
In this respect the value of which can scarcely 
be estimated, unless by those who already 
view the New York system as a fearful nui- 
sance which will some day have to be abated.

A few years ago, when a powerful syndicate 
begun the construcuon of what is now known 
as the Nichel-Plate Railroad, the public 
thought it could discern a gigantic money 
grah.. Later on, when the road was com pleted 
and its originators sold out at an iret 
profit, this popular impression was 
magnified. The press and people alike de 
nounced the men comprising the syadicate as 
a parcel of money-making sharks—sbarks was 

not exactly the word, but as the asher epithet 
ns a news 
paper, it willserve. The syndicate, however, 
was insengible to criticism, and we men com 
posing it snapped their fingers at the world a8 


_ they coolly pocketed the proceeds of the sale. 


The exact amount of the profit has never been 
correctly stated, the estimate being from 
$5,000,000 ali the way up to $50,000,000. From 
a reliable source it is learned that 
the syndicate closed up the deal with 
$13,000,000 more in the pool than it 
put m. If the profits had been 
@ivided into equal parts, each man taking an 
equal Share, the concocters of the scheme 
ould have drawn out more than $1,000,000 
apiece. But of course they were not equal 
eontributers to the original fund. The largest 
individual stockholder was George I. Seney, at 
that time President ot the Metropolitan Bank 
of New York. He putin about $1,500,000 and 
drew out nearly $3,000,000. The syndicate was 
named after Mr. Beney, and be was thought to 
be the projector of the scheme. This was a 
mistake, however, as Mr. Seney’s connection 
with the road was simply a financial one. His 
success proved quite transitory. as a few years 
Jater be got loaded down with fictitious secur! 
ties and his millions disappeared like so many 
soap-bubbles. The firm of Brown, Howard & 
Co., the backbone of the syndicate, subscribed 
just as much as Mr. Sener. and, if reports are 
true, drew out a great deal more. Some even 
hint that this firm made as much as ail 
the others put together, for it not only 
handied ali the money but was awarded 
the contract. for building and equipping the 
entire line.. The most fortunate individual 
ounected 1 the syndicate was C. 5. Brice,

equipment, $5,434,120; bonds, $35,754; materiais 
and fuel, $100,786; due by Grant & Ward, $346, - 
964; equipment bond trustees, $590,237: cash 
to pay interest, $447,070; cash on band, $30,134; 
sundry assets, $579,551. The funded debt con- 
sists Of first-mortgage 6 per cent gold forty- 
year coupon $1,000 boads due Dec. 1. 1921, in- 
terest June and December, $15,000,000; second- 
mortgage 6 per cent forty-year coupon $1,000 
bonds, due March 1, 1923, interest March and 
September ($10,000,000 auttorized), $1,046,000; 
equipment 7 per cent coupon $1,000 aed 
dated April 1, 1882, payabie $400,000 yearly. be- 
ginning in October, 1685, and ehding in 1894, 
interest April and October, $4,000.000. It is 
claimed for the Nickel-Piace what in proper 
hands and managed without prejudice the 
road would prove a paying investment.

their usual regularity, 


and the cold streams freeze 
up just about the same as they would elise 
But place the geyser basins in the 
midst of snow-white valleys, with their thou- 
sands of steam vents spouting and sputtering 
as they always do, and the picture is far 
grander than when beheld in midsummer, and 
one seldom witnessed except by the Indians 
and the few hunters who pass through it and 
the employés who patrol the park the year 
round. At Mammoth Hot Springs I found the 
whole basin boiling and bubbling as usual, ex- 
cept that the odor of sulphurous gases ap- 
peared to be stronger and more unpleasant 
than ip the summer time. There are no frogs 
near the Mammoth Hot Springs, as has been 
stated. The sulpburous fumes Overcome all 
birds, beeties, butterflies, and even the hum- 
ming-birds, when they venture too near. I 
found, however, great numbers of the sala 
mander-fiy and a few 
These two insects are about the only living 
creatures that dare venture with impunity 
within the space occupied by this deadly, torrid 


I 
have aever seen, but have frequently read of. 
the beautiful sight presented by the Falis of 
Niagara in winter, and of the wonderful ice 
bridge formed at their base by the freezing of 
the waters; but I cannot imagine bow Niagara

Here was the ice bridge, too, of rather an ice 
mountain, whieh rose to a bight almost equal 
to the descent of the falis. A feeling of awe 
creeps over one upon beholding jn this wilaer- 
ness such desolate grandeur as cannot be seen 
elsewhere on earth. I stood on Lookout Ter- 
race a sbort distance below the falls and saw a 
great sveet of water shoot out from the land 
and with a mighty roar plunge fully 306 
feet into the abyss beneath. Nothing «ould 
freeze in the basin that received this deluge, 
tor the force of the descending river must bave 
broken anytbing that came in its way; but the 
spray that shot far out beyond the solid stream 
froze as it fell ad formed the beautiful ice 
bridge or ice mountain I have mentioned. The 
walis of the great cafion of the Yellowstone 
certainly are the most awe-inspiring, estic, 
sublime spectacie on God's earth.

OVER SUMMIT MOUNTAIN. . 

From tae Mammoth Hot Springs I rode up 
an old trail over the top of Summit Mountain, 
and here I must say the scene spread out before 
me upon milesand miles of Nature’s canvas 
was simply sublime. Close on my right tow- 
ered the majestic Electric Peak, which 1s the 
loftiest eminence withia the confines of the 
park. The mountain was clothed from its 
dome to its base in a soft, ‘snowy covering of 
white, which lent toit a picture of such sub- 
limity that would be difficult to describe in 
words. Cootinuing along the trail I descended 
and then rode elong the 
edge of a piece of timber which finally brought 
me to the first crossing of the Gibbon River. 
I knew this stream was fed by bot springs, and 
Il was somewhat curious to see what effect the 
severe temperature of 
would bave upon tbis 
rushing along 
pell-mell, as usual, its surface uncongealed, 
but at a very low depth, 
not more than two ieet deep at any place. In 
the summer time, when the snows meit, this 
branch of the Gibbon River ts from eight to

The principal geysers iu this basin are 
the Constant, throwing up a column of water 
every thirty seconds; the Fountaia, Twins and 
Triplets, Black Geyser,

like mud. ten feet bigh every twenty minutes: 
Minute Man Geyser, sputtering out steam and 
hot water thirty-odd feet high every minute: 
Monarch Geyser, largest in the basin; New

He is one of the great- 
est railroad magnates jn this country, though 
Pence a poor boy on a Connecticut farm. It is 
aut P. Huntington. He avoids rather than 
_ peeks notoriety, but his fight with the Ateni- 

oo, Topeka & Santa Fé and other railroads has 
again brought him into prominent notice. He 
eame to New York as a boy of 14. Now he is 
worth nearly a hundred million on paper and 
least a quarter of that in available money. 
is President of the Centra! Pacific and 
Southern Pacifie Railroads, and controls the 
numerous roads tributary to these, of which in 
tne Far West the California & Oregon is one of 
the most impqrtaut; he also controls the Arizona 
* New Mexico, Galveston. Nurrisburg & San 
Antonia, Sciota Valley, Kentucky Central, 
Louisville & Western, Houston & Texas Cen- 
tral, Morgan's Louisiana & Texas, Elizabeth- 
town, Lexmgton & Big Sandy. and Chesapeake 
& Onio Railroads, not to mention other im- 
portant railway interests. Hecan ride on his 
own roads from San Francisco to Newport 
News, Va., or clear across the continent. 

He rules his roads with an iron rod, but has 
a broad and statesmaniike cast of mind. He 
bas reduéed passenger rates on his Southern 
Pacific Road 50 per cent in order to encourage 
emigration in that direction and thus build up 
a permanent local traffic for the road; he loses 
on his through business from the Atlantic sea- 
board, but the lower rates, be thinks, and not 
unreasonably. will benefit him in the end. Be- 
fore this ight beran the high rates tended to 
greatly restrict the development of large tracts 
of the West. 

Mr. Huntington is plain, practical, not sel- 
dom jocular, says original things, speaks slow- 
ly and cautiously, and has none of che purse 
pride often seen in men of far less wealth. He 
is full of buman nature, but in his 60th year 
cares little for society. He reads men as be 
would an open book. He can assume a frank- 
ness though be hathit not. He is one of the 
few men who have proved more than a match 
for Jay Gould. He has.a full oval face, a 
prominent nose, and dark-brown eyes. His 
eye is not so searching as that of the Little 
_ Magician” just mentioned. His manner is 
less terse, more easy and careless as de non- 
chaiantly twiddies his eyegiasses; he wears in 
bis office a black silk smoking-cap, usually on 
‘the back of his head, giving bim an open, jolly 
look. It is only after you bave left him that 
you realize that he is one of the uncrowned 
financial kings of this countrys. 

Austin Corbin. who has acquired new prom- 
inence in the financial world of late by identi- 
fying bimseif with the Drexel-Morgan Reading 

dicate, is one of the most popular men in 
all street. Of about the medium hight, with 

a ruddy complexion, pleasant gray eyes, and a 
robust physique, at 58 he is as energetic, eu- 
terprising, and ambitious as ever. He was 
born in Newport, N. H., studied law, and was 
graduated at the Harvard Law School. For a 
time de practiced law in bis native town as a 
ner of ex-Gov. Metcalf of New Hampshire.

For three years the leaders of the County De- 
mocracy have been maxing deals with the Re- 
publicans. It was in pursuance of these deais 
that Gen. Shaler was made President of the 
Health Board, tnat William R. Grace was 
elected Mayor, and that Republican Judge 
Sedgwick was renominated by the County De- 
mocracy last fall, while Democratic Judge Mo- 
Adam was dropped from the ticket. Now the 
deal bas been enlarged, 60 as to take in the 
United States Senatorship. Miller's term er- 
pires the 4th of next March, and the Legisla- 
ture elected in November will choose his suc 
cessor. The Democrats are straining every 
nerve in an effort to pick up weak Republican 
Assembly districta. Hedden is Warner Miller's 
Trojan horse. By securing the Collector's con- 
firmaton the Senator insidiousiy captures Troy. 
The leaders of the County Democracy simply 
agree to run candidates for Assembly in each 
of the twenty-four city districts, repeiling 
all efforts at fusion with Tammany, and the 
job is done. The Republicans regain in the 
City all that they lose in the country and the 
Legisiature is saved for a Kepubiican United 
States Senator. Miller's knife, moreover, cuts 
both ways. The lost country districts might 
be owned by rival candidates, whereas the 
captured city districts would cast their votes 
in caucus for Milier. It is a shrewd move. 
Milier, however, has been frequently trinped 
in 81 schemes and he may be cheated in

THE PRESIDENT’S POSITION NOT TENABLE 
UNDER THE LAW. 

Washington (D. C.) Dispatch to Cincinnati 
Enquirer (Dem.): The President's recent mes- 
sage, which has about it the- flavor of Andrew 
Johnson in its personal pronoun sense, is veing 
studied with more exactness than he might 


wish. For instance, in speaking of the papers 
to which bimself and the Senate are a party to 
the controversy, the President says: I con- 
sider them in no proper sense as upon the files 
of the department, but as deposited there for 
my convenience, remaining still completely 
under my control. 1 suppose if I desired to 
take them into my custody I might do so with 
entire propriety, and if I saw At to destroy them 
nu one could complain.“ 

Upon this point itis found that statutory 
law is against bim. Sec. 5.403 of the Revised 
Statutes says: “Every person who willfully 
destroys, or attempts to destroy, or, with in- 
tent to steal or destroy, takes and carries away 
any record, paper, or proceeding of a court of 
justice, fled or deposited with any clerk or 
officer of such court, or any paper, or docu- 
ment, or record filed or deposited in any public 
office or with any judicial or public officer, 
shall, without reference to the value of the 
record, paper, document, or proceeding so 
taken, pay a fine of not more than $2,000 or 
suffer imprisonment at hard labor not more 
than three years, or both. 

Sec. 5,408 says: “Every officer having the 
custody of any record, document, paper, or 
proceeding specified in Sec. 5. 403. who fraudu- 
lently tazes away or withdraws or destroys any 
such record, document, paper, or 


proceed ing 
„led in his office or deposited with nim or in his 


custody shali pay a fine of not more than $2,000 
or suffer imprisonment at hard labor not more 
than three years, or both; and shail moreover 
forfeit his office and be forever afterward dis- 
qualified from bolding any office under the 
Government of the United States.“ 

It would hence appear that the President's 
position is not tenable under the law. How- 
ever, he is to be excused. The President is 
himself notalawyer, and his Attorney-Gen- 
erul as mind just now is absorbed with very dis- 
tracting duties.

A Visit to the Establishment at the Stock- 
Tards From Slaughter-Pen to 
Refrigerator Oar, 


HICAGO didn’t have any cattle 
market to speak of until 1866. 
In that year John T. Alexander 
of Jacksonville, III., was the 

’  \country, and the Pennsylvania 
(4 4 Rallroad, which was at that 
time making strenuous offorts 
to increase its traffic in live stock, offered him 
an inducement io the way of a roce-bottom 


rate to bring bis stock to Chioago and dispose 


of it.. The offer was accepted, and Alexander 
moved to Chicago, thereby helping consider- 
ably in forming the nucleus of what is now one 
of the most tremendous enterprises of the 
Western metropolis. As an incentive to cattle- 
shippers the Erie. then operated by Fisk and 
Gould, in 1868, and its connections, began to 
carry cattle to the seaboard at a merely nom- 
inal fgure—next to free of charge—ana con- 
tinued doing 60 for nearly a year. Then the 
Vanderbilt interest, in the form of the New 
York Central, stepped in with a still lower 
tariff, and before very long the roads became 
involved in a cut-throat wor that thoroughly 
demoralized their cattle-carrying interests, ef- 
fectually preventing any pront on this class of 
freight. The managers ultimately got together 
and agreed to pool issues on a percentage 
basis. They selected representatives from 
among the shippers and paid them a commis- 
sion for causing live freight to be shipped in a 
manner calculated to equalize the business. 
N THE DRESSED-BEEF BUSINESS. 

The business of * dressing’’ beef and other 

meats for shipment is of comparatively recent 


growth, and one which did not assume any- 


thing like its present gigantic proportions un- 
til within the last three years, while in 1885 it 
was nearly double that of the previous year. 


George H. Hammond, bead of the present firm 


of Hammond & Co,, ‘something like twelve 


years ago inaugurated the slipping of dressed 
beef and pork, 


and was followed very shortly 
afterwards by Nelson Morris, the latter, bow- 
ever, only shipping in ordinary box-cars dur- 
ing the fall and winter months. It was in 1875 
that Gustavus F. Swift, who now controls by 
far the greater share of the Chicago dressed- 
meat in came bere from New Engiand 
and went into the live-stock business in asmal! 
way, Phil Armour entering the field later. 
Swift did not begin siacghtering until 1878. 
Of the three firms, Swift & Co., Armour 
4 Co., and Hammond & Co., who virtually 
monopolize the shipment of dressed meats 
from Chicago the first by far exceeds the others 
in bulk of output and extent ot territory cov- 


ered. It is estimated that Swift & Co. overiap 
Armour & Co. by abouta in the dressed-

THE FIGHT ON RATES. 

The triangular squabble which has recently 
arisen between the railroads, the dressed-beef 
men, and the live-stock shippers is attracting 
the attention of every one interested in the 
cattie business in Cuicago and the West gener- 
ally. The gist of the trouble is a heavy ad- 
vance in dressed-beef rates, by which the 
dressed-beef men claim an attempt is beng 
made to drive them out of the business. Up 
to a little over a year ago the rate on dressed 
beef was 70 per cent over that charged on live 
stock. At that time a

ing the matter between representatives 
of the railroads and livestock and 
dressed-beef interests, but no satisfactory con- 
clusion could be arrived at. Late in 1884 Com- 
missioner Fink referred the question for arbi- 
tration to Judge of Michigan.

WEST PARK COMMISSION. 
GEORGE MASON APPOINTED TO FILL THE 

VACANCY CAUSED BY THE EXPIRATION 

OF DAVE CLARK’S TERM... 

At exactly ten minutes to 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon Gov. Ogiesby ended the question as 
to who was to be the new West Park Commis- 
sioner in place of D. W. Clark, whose term has 
expired, by the appointment of E. George 
Mason. “I appointed Mr. Mason,” the Gov- 
ernor said to a reporter for THE TRIBUNE soon 
after, “just five minutes ago, and that is all 
there is of it. I shall return to Springfield to- 
night, and shall not consider the Lincoln Park 
matter or anything clse during the rest of the 
afternoon.”’ 

During the morning the West Side politicians 
again called upon the Governor in force, but 
after dinner few came, and two or three were 
present when he came to his sudden determi- 
nation to cut the matter short. The friends of 
the defeated candidates naturally feit much 
put out, but it is certain that the appointment 
of either Clark or Rawleigh would have 
aroused much greater factional feeling, and 
it is probabie that the Governor was not un- 
mindful of this fact in his final summing-up of 
the merits of the three. 

Mr. Mason, the new Commissioner, is 50 
years of age, and proved his manliness and 
patriotism by enlisting at the opoum of the 
late War in the Twelfth Illinois, in which com- 


mand be rapidiy rose, by meritorious 
to the rank of Adjutant.

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States: 

WHEREAS, The probiem of alleviating the dis- 
tress everywhere prevaient among the laboring 
classes of the civilized world is universally consid- 
ered the most important question of the hour—a 
problem that has demanded and received the imme-

A LITTLE LOG-ROLLING. 

Considerable liveliness was imparted to the 
proceedings Tu by an attempt on the 
part of Mr. to do a little log-rolling on 
the best of American principles. The Belfast 
Town Commissioners, a body elected by nar- 
row suffrage, applied for power to levy $1,000,- 
000 taxes to carry out a main drainage scheme.

Concerning the Merits and Demer- 
ite of the Jones and Small 
Revivals. 


Some Fault Found, but the General 
Opinion One of Commenda-

The Denunciation of Amusements De- 
clared by One Olereyman to Be 
Too Indiseriminate. 


‘rhe articles printed below bave been con- 
tributed in response to an invitaton addressed 
to the writers by the Evening Mad. Just at 
this time, when the attention of the people of 
Chicago is attracted to the evangelical labor 
of Messra. Jones and Small, the opinion of 
these gentiemen on the merits of their work 
and the results likely to follow it is of general 


interest: 
THE REV. DR. THOMAS. 


‘One good result of the preaching of these 
evangelists, and one for which we hardly dared 
hope, is in the sensible and more tolerant 
theology they are teachmg. And this is the 
more to be valued because of the narrower 
and more dogmatic views that have so marked 
the evangelism of our city for the last ten 
years or more. 

Ever since the days of the “Swing trial“ 
Chicago bas suffered from hyper-ortbodoxy, in 
witch to be “orthodox” seemed more impor 
tant than to be religious; and the new depart- 
ure of Brother Jones in this respect will be a 

elief to Many minds, and if his thought and 
spirit should be shared by all in these things 
it will be 4 blessing to the cause of religion 
in our midst, But it its difficult to see bow all 
he says can be acceptable, or even tolerated, 
by some of our theologians. . 

In his opening address Brother Jones said: 
“We are all the children of a great and good 
Father. All these people, these little ciiildren, 
these old people, are all the children of the 
same Father.“ How will Bishop Merrill and 
the Methodists like that? For the Bishop bas 
been trying for weeks to prove the very oppo- 
sit; to prove that all are not “children of the 
same good Father,” but that the majority of 
mankind are the children of the Devil. 

Brother Jones said further that the great- 
est preacher that ever stood in a pulpit in 
Chicago is not the preacher that is the most 
orthodox, but the preacher that has got the 


most love for the human family. I am not 


runum on orthodoxy; I am running on love. 
That love that dees not wait to see if it is in 
the direct line of the Aposties’ creed or of the 
Couneil ot Nice; that love that says ‘I must 
go on with my work, trying to save my fel- 
lows.””” There is a warmtu, a generous 
eatholicity in these words that should win all 
our hearts; but bow different from the severe 
orthodoxy that has thought more of being 
in we line of the Apostles’ creed and the 
Council of Nice” is that of a loving beart in 
the pulpit? 

Brother Jones has no sympathy with the old 
doctrine of imputation; that the sin of Adam 
was imputed to the race, and that God would 
bave destro; ed this world loag ago if Christ 
bad not died.“ Now listen to me,“ be says; 
“my intelligence, my manbood, could never 
love a God that would have destroyed me if He 
bad not destroyed Hisown Son.“ But Brother 
Jones is won to (ioqd by the though: that 
„Christ died for us because God loved us; and 
when you put it in that way, I can love Him 
with all my beart.“ This is the. doctrine of 
the sufferme of love to save. and against it in- 
fidelity. can bring no argument. And let us all 
rejoice that Brother Jones preaches this blessed 
truth, and not that Christ died to .** reconcile 
the Father or to satisfy justice. 

If Brother Jones can convert tho clergy and 
the ehu of Chicago to these views, win 
them over to the great dovtrine of love as the 
life and power of religion, and to a less reliance 
upon their. orthodox.“ and lead them away 
from the narrow exclusiveness that sauts out 
ali who do not believe as they believe, bis 
coming will de 8 biessing ineaiculable.. And 
let us hope and pray that such may de the 
result. 

As to general effects of such teaching, 
con joi with the poweriui emphasis that he 
places upon trutb and justice and ali the gi eat 
moral vintues, they must be good. Aad bis. 
manner ot emphasizing the “need of good 
sense in religion’’ is most healthy. These 
evangelists may seem oOverpositive in some 
things, bet as revivalists they should be post 
tive; and one should easily forgive their 
earnestness when it may to us seem to go to 
extremes in sume things. 

Revivals belong nop only to religion, but to 
business, to politics, to learning, to everything 
in which man has a part to do. It healthy, 
they leave the cause in which they oecur at a 
higher point than where they found it. And 
one can see no reason why the labors of 
Brothers Jones and Small should not result in 
lasting good, Such movements are intended to 
awaken a wider interest, and to reach the 
many who are not drawn to the ordinary sery- 
ices of the churches. But they can in no sense 
take the piace of, nor lessen the need for, the 
stated work of the pastors of the churches. 
The evangelist comes .and the pastor re- 
mains and must stand by bis work in times of 
revival or deciine; and of course it is to these 
abiding influences that we must look for the 
steady and progressive growth of rehgion.

There is no danger of 
any reaction against this stagnation except in 
u revival. Shall the wicked never be roused 
lest some of them may relapse? The whole 
history of morals and religions shows that God 
never asked such a question. This sort of 
logic would bave dissuaded Christ from com- 
ing to Bethlenem and Calvary. We become so 
habituated to familmur sin that we disparage or 
even juatify it; we sometimes go 80 tar as to 
make merchandise of it. But Mr. Jones 
1s )«6raising moral «issues in this great 
community. It is in. the light of this 
fact that we ought to measure bis 
treatment of certain “amusements.”’ Like 
many others, I regard bis denunciations of 
them as too indiscriminate. But I should dis 
like to be so ‘marrow gage as to deny him 
the right to his own opinions and intrepretation 
of them. Even it he does err on the side of 
stringency, any one may fairly ask whether 
the common error be not on the side of laxity. 
We may well thank him for compelling us to

Mr. Gunther Hxhibiting His Shaks- 
perean Relic to Philadelphia 
+ Ouriosity-Beekers. 


A Literary Celebrity Who Is Disposed 
to Be Skeptieal— The Celebri- 
ty’s Surrounding. 


More of Mr, A, J, Potts Philanthropy— 
Society's Final Whirligig 
Before Lent @ 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 6.—({Special. |— 
Mr. C. F. Gunther ot Cnicago hes this week 
been giving Philadelphia scholars and curios- 
ity-seekers a glimpse of his autograph of 
Shakspeare—a genuine one, as be believes, 
The bit of writihg was put on exbibition at a 
book-shop, and attracted several visitors. Mr. 
Gunther himself came in for a good deal of 
social attention, and was invited to inspect the 
collection of autograpus owned by Mr. Ferdi- 
nand Dreer, and the priceless collection of 
manusoripts possessed by Mr. George W. 
Childs. The Sbaksperean scholars—and we 
have a good many of them bere, for 
the great bard has probably a greater number 
of earnést students in the Quaker City than 
in any other towu in the country—rather gave 
Mr. Gunther the cold shoulder. Mr. Horace 
Howard Furness, the really great Shakspearean 
scholar, was asked by the gontleman from 
Chicago to call and inspect the autograph, but 
he sent word that he was aitogether too busy 
to permit bis giving te time. 

I met Mr. Furness a night or two subse- 
quently, and atter a chat with him I am of the 
notion that he thinks Mr. Guntner's gem is 
merely a paste diamond. While he holds his 
own opipions firmly about most things, he is 
nevertheless very prudent and has no relish 
for controversies. Perhaps, indeed, bis fame is 
so firmly established that be can fad no use 
for such noise. He wouldn't be led into 
a direct deliverance on the merits of 
Mr. Gunther's possession, but words are not 
always indispensable to the expression of 
thoughts, and his belief was quite as clearly 


evidenced by his tone as it could have been by 
a volume. This is much the way the chat ran: 


MR. GUNTHER BELIEVES IN IT. 

I haven't seen the autograph, or the pseudo 
autograph, at all,“ said he; ‘really badn't 
time to go look at t. 

**What! Hadn't time to go see a great treas- 
ure like that?’

There are 
few authenticated autographs of Spakspeare 
in existence. Three of them are attached to 
his will, whieh is, of course, deposited with the 
Probate Court in Engiand; a fourth 
ig ‘attached to a mortgege in possession 
of the Corporation of London, and 
the fifth 6 in Floris’. Montaigne, which 
is deposited in the British Museum. There are 
thousands more of signatures of Shakespeare 
in books and Bibles and what not, but that 
doesn’t make them autographs. Still, Sbheks- 
peare wrote a good deal, though not a scrap of 
his writings, besides those I have spoken of, 
is* Known to scholars to exist anywhere. 
Most of his plays were burat ia the fire which 
destroyed the Globe Theatre. Those that sur- 
vived fe:l into the bands of his granddaughter, 
a rigid Puritan, and it is not at all improbable 
that she, ashamed of the fact that her progent- 
tor had been a member of the ciats which the 
law stamped as vagabonds, destroyed them. 
Still it ie not impossible that some scrap of the 
poet’s writing may turn up somewhere,”

HOW A SCHOLAR LIVES. 

After ali, one cannot be too hard on what 
may seem at first gliimpseto be the excessive 
prudence of Furness. He desires only to avoid 
disputes and live quietiy, going on with his 
studies and giving their fruits in his own way 
and time to the community, without any hope 
of financial reward. He was @itogether honest 
when be told me that he didn’t like publicity; 
tor publicity simply burdens his mail with in- 
quiries from crank Sbakspearean students 
tue continent over. Furness is one of Phiia- 
deiphia’s institutions. His existence makes 
us imagine sometimes that we have a literary 
atmosphere. He comes of a mighty talented 
family. His sister is Mrs. Wistar, whom prob- 
abiy most Chicago women know through ber 
translations of German asoveis. He is related 
to intellectual people all round, though he is 
deeidediy the most famous of the coterie. 
tell inte a fortune some years ago, and lives in 
elegant style. I almost used the phrase 
elegant leisure, though in point of fact his 
seif-imposed literary tasks keep bim as busy as 
can be all the day and half the night. | 

His house is of the old Phiiadeiphia kind, in 
an old part of the town that once was the 
fashionabie square, It is Ike a big rectangu- 
lar briea box exteriorily, but inside it is a 
dream of warmth and brightness. The union 
of the comfortabie, the artistic, ana the utili- 
tarjan is a study in itself. All the stairways, 
like those in many old Philadelphia houses. 
are narrow ead winding. But the old wooden 
ones, for safety in case of fire, have been re- 
placed by steps Of marbie all the way up tothe 
roof. The carpeis and bangings ail through 
the house are dark red, giving a deliciously 
warm effect that is intensified. by the use of 
open fire-grates in the rooms. 

The library is naturally Mr. Furness’ favorit

Custs ot his face iook out from 
the wails, busta of bim repose on tabies and 
the tops of bookcases. Painted on a marbie 
slab in the north wall is @ copy of the poet's 
plea for rest for his bones.

SUFFRAGE IN ILLINOIS. 

Curcado. March 6.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
For the information of election officers will 
you kindly throw some light on Art. 7, Sec. 1 
of the State Constitution referring to suffrage. 
Iquote: “Every person who was an 
elector in this State on the first day of April, A. 
D. 1848, or obtained a certificate of naturaliza- 
tion before any court ot recordin thw State 
prior to Jan. 1, 4. D. 1870, . . . gball be en- 
titled to vote at such election.’’ Why an elector 
in 48 and why should naturalization be con- 
fined to this State, or cease after Jan. 1. 1870? 

Jupp OF ELECTION. 


1. By the Constitution of 1848 every male 
white citizen above the age ot 21 who bas re- 
sided in the State one year next preceding any 
election was entitied to vote, and every white 
male who was a resident of che State at the 
time ot the adoption of the Constitution was 
given the right of voting. By this clause it 
will be seen that, in Lilinois, as in some other 
States now, a person could vote, even though 
be had only lived im the United States one 
year. The Constitution of 1870 changed that 
so as to require that a person shall be a male 
citizen of the. United States above the age of 
21. The clause that any person should 
be entitled to vote who was an elector the lst 
day of April, in the year 1848—the day of the 
adoption of the Constitution of 1848—was put 
in in order not to disfranchise any persons 
who were given the right of suffrage by that 
Constitution.

The Stewart Olaimant and His 
Story ot How He Was 
Treated. 


Review of the Doings at the Thea- 
tres for the Week Just 
Passed.

New Yor, March 6.—/[Special.]—Alexander 
Stewart, the Vermont farmer who brought 
bimself into public notice several years ago 
by claiming to be an heir-at-law of the late A. 
T. Stewart and mam claim to 4 portion of the 
estate, has filed a complaint in the United 
States Circuit Court in a suit in equity against 
Henry Hilton to recover $200,000 damages. As 
Stewart bas been adjudged a lunatic in Ver- 
mont the suit is brought througd his guardian, 
Benjamin F. Welden. A long story is told 
in the complaint concerning the 
suits brought in the Supreme Court 
which were discontinued, accordimg to the 
complainant, because of promises made by de- 
fenddnt. In the first case, the complainant 
says hie lawyer was 8. F. Kneeland. After- 
ward the court substituted IraStafer. Shafer, 
complainant claims, was in the interest of the 
defendants—Judge Hilton and Mrs. Stewart. 
From Aug. 30, 1878, to March 17, 1879, Stewart 
says he was kept in the Metropolitan Hotel by 
ugents of Judge Hilton, and not allowed to 
visit his friends or to see bis lawyer. At that 
time promises were made to bim that 
he should be made rich, and a farm in Ver- 
mont given him, as weil as $200,000 in cash, if 
he would effect a release. He did 80 and the 
sult was discontinued. These promises were 
never fulfilled and another suit was begun in 
the Vermont courts. In this suit algo the 
plaintiff was induced to discontinue, promises 
being made which were never fulfilled. The 
plaintiff! wishes ia the present suit that the de- 
fendant appear before the court and answer 
several questions, among which is One whether 
the late A. T. Stewart had not died intestate. 
Besides $200,000 the complainant asks for such 
Other relief as the court may grant.

FOREIGN NOTES. 


A GANG OF CONSPIRATORS IN FRANCE—AF- 
FAIRS IN GERMANY—A ROYAL MAR- 
RIAGE. 

Paris, March 6.—The name of the man who 
fired off bis revolver in the Paris Bourse yes- 
terday is not Petrovich, as at first 
reported, but Gallot. He is a ‘native 
of Brittany. He has been out of employmeny 
for/some time. ‘Formerly be was a cbech- 
ist's assistant, and used to be well known 
in certain parts of the city as a frequent speak- 
er at public meetings. In 1879 Gallot was con- 
victed of coining and circulating counterfeit 
money. The police, having ascertained where 
the prisoner lodged, went there today and ex- 
amined his apartments. In them were found 
a quantity of materials for the manufact- 
ure of explosives, a number of finished 
bombs, and a mass of nitro-giycerine. The 
authorities are now convinced that Gailot be- 
longs to an organization of conspirat and 
are endeavoring to find his accomplices. Gal- 
lot maintains a determined air, and says ne is 
sure to have imitators.

LONDON, March 6.—The Standard says that 
the iuformation obtained by Germany in the 
trial of Capt. Sarauw, the Dane who was re- 
cently convicted of high treason at Leipsic 
for having sold France information con- 
cerning German fortifications, will soon 
lead to a number of new arrests, in 
addition to the eight recently made for the 
same offense. One Hansen, a Dane, who lived 
in Paris, was intimate with Gen. Herbett, who 
is connected with the Quai d'Orsay. and was at 
the head of the French bureau which has been 
employing a vast number of spies in the Ger- 
mao Empire to ferret out and report all infor- 
mation possible to obtain coucerning the Ger- 
man military establishment.

Silver Suspension Debate in the House 


Zach Montgomery Replies to 
Ingalls. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6.—|Special.}— 
The Star tonight bas the following on the de- 
moralized condition of the Democrats in Con- 
gress: 

The Democrats in the House are not at all easy 
about the election to be held next fall, which will 
decide ‘the complexion of the next House. The 
party is very much demoralized on account of the 
disagreement with the Executive and the internal 

ispates upon the tariff und silver questions. The 
eading members in the House look upon the situa- 
tion as very threatening. One member spoke with 
a great deal of warmth to a Star reporter. 
He said: “I don't know what's to come 
ot uu. He (meaning pleveland] knew we were irri- 
tate almost beyo ndurance by the Civii-Serv- 
ice law. Why did foree his silver theory upon 
us? He knew, or could have known if he had cared 
to confer with his party, that we were pledged to 
silver and hadjmadecour campaign on that line.“ 
This feeling is echoed throughout the party as far 
as it is represented in Congress. Members say 
they try to counteract. what they consider 
the evil effect of the President’s siiver 
declarations by making s and: other- 
wise declaring their loyalty to the dollar ot 
the daddies, but they are met at once by a goid 
speech from some member of their own party, and 
by a reiteration by the Secretary of the Treasury 
of the Administration's championship of gold. 
Some look upon the Senate's fight upon the Presi- 
dent and the partisan fight that has opened up 
with such warmth in the House as the salvation of 
the party, if it is to have any. They have 
to fight the enemy to keep from fighting 
among themselves, and they feel that they 
have recovered some ground in the 
fight they have had over the Pension 
bill. Tue unite, also, in opposing the position of 
the Senate - with relation to removals, and while 
this attracts their attention they can keep from 
quarreling over other matters.“ A Southern mem- 
ber said to the Sar reporter that he considered 
that the Republicans bad done tho party a great 
service by making the Democrats feel it their duty 
to defend the President against their attacks. It 
is considered now to be quite likely that the silver 
question will waste itself away in speeches, and 
will never come to a vote in the House. 
The party leaders think this course must 
be followed if they would avoid disruption. But 
when the tariff question comes up on the floor it 
willl not be possible to sileuce the notes of dis- 
cord; and it seems quite likely, tov, that the civil- 
service spectre will not keep down. There are 
many in the House who still look forward to some 
change that they imagine would venefit the party, 
and forces are silentiy at work now which will open 
after Dorman B. Eaton's successor is appointed. 
STEVENSON A GOOD DEMOCRAT. 

First Assistant Post ter-Generai Steven- 
son, whose appointments of fourth-class Post- 
masters are to be looked into by the Sen- 
ate, said today that he was not fearful of hav- 
ing his administration of the offige examined. 
He bad made a good many appointments, and 
expected to make a good many more. But in 
most every case the change was made “ior 
cause.“ Care had been taken to appoint good 
men, and in several instances where the ap- 
pointment had been a bad one the com- 
mission bad been canceled and another 
mau given the place. Gen. Stevenson 
said that be had frequently taken the 
advice of Republican Congressmen in making 
a choice, and the records of the office were open 
to them for inspection. He did not wis any 
one to gain the impression that he was not 
sometimes actuated by feeling in mak- 
ing appointments, for he often was. All things 
being equai, he was frank to wiedge that 
he would choose a Democrat. The first and 
most emphatic command given him by Prost, 
dent Cleveland when office 
had been to give cx-Union soldiers the 
preference. Stevenson's activity bas been 
a source of much comfort to . the 
Democratic men who bave heen 
suubbed at all the other departments. It bas 
not been necessary to file a bundle of lying 
affidavits to get the holder of a $50 or $100 
office out. A cledr case of Republicanism was 
enough. Up till Feb. 1 the changes were made 
at the rate of several hundred aweek. By 
that time so many Republicans had been put 
out that the pressure was relieved, and since. 
then the changes have not been more than 
sixty or seventy daily. The object of the Sen- 
ute inquiry is to find out just how many fourth- 
class Postmasters have been appointed since 
Stevenson took hold. This will show just tow 
many Democratic partisans have been given 
fourth-ciass jobs... 

SILVER TALK IN THE HOUSE. 

Immediately upon assembling today the 
House went into Committee of the Whole, Mr. 
Criso of Georgia in the chair, on the state of 
the Union for general debate. Mr. Miliard of 
New York addvessed the committee on the sil- 
ver question. What the people wanted, he 
said, was some legisiation which would make 
gold and silver equal in value and waintain 
that equality--some legisiation which would 
make the silver dollar worth 100 cents. It had 
been charged that tne present Administration 
was engaged in aconspiracy with the bond- 
bolders in setting aside the law, He thought 
that the sins of the present Administraton 
were sufficientiy beavy without adding this 
charge to them. 

Mr. Funstcu of Kansas made a speech in op- 
position to the suspension of silver coinage. 
This suspension was the demand of Shyiocks 
who already bad the pound of flesh and now 
wished for bided. It was the beartiess demand 
of the rich to have the property of the poor. 
It was the dgmund of Communists in gilded 
palaces. 


Mr. McCreary of Kentucky gave the Presi- | 


dent and Secretary of the Treasury credit for 
honest convictions in their recommendations 
in regurd to the ailver question, but be dia not 
believe that silver coinage should. be suspend- 
ed, neither was he in favor of a free and un- 
limited silver eoinage. It would be time enough 
to have an uniimited coinage when the in- 
crease in population and manufactures de- 
manded it. All existing financial conditions 
invited a congervative course. 

Mr. Lanham of Texas called upon all friends 
of free silver coinage to organize in order to 
force a vote on the bill reported from the Com- 
mittee on Coinage, Weights and Measures. 
The contest was between suspension and un- 
limited coinage; there was no middle course. 
It was a struggie between avarice and popular 
rights. The only rational, scientific solution 
ot the question was to be found in a return to 
the old .aw and the free coinage of silver. No 
circumlocution could disguise the fact and no 
management suppress the truth that there ex- 
isted a well defined hostility on the part of 
many Democrats to the coinage policy of the 
present Administration, and no party appre- 
bension should deter them from a firm fitting 
and faithful avowal of their convictions. The 
common good should be sustained, even if an 
Administranon were censured. It was better 
that legislators be patriots than partisans. The 
United States should take the lead and stand 
in the forefront in the battle for bimetallism, 
and he would remove every hindrance from 
the way of unlimited coinage. 

Mr. Kowell of Illinois submitted an argu- 
ment in opposition to the suspension of silver 
coinage and in favor ot a double standard of 
value.

Lowpox, March 6.— Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. — The result of the 
division iu the House of Commons yesterday 
upon Mr. Henry Labouchére’s motion that it 
is the seuse of the House that a hereditary 
legislative body is inconsistert with the priu- 
ciples of representative government probe- 
diy indicates the line of action contemplated 
by Mr. Gladstone in event of the rejection of 
his home-rulje proposals by the House of Lords. 
Tue Premier’s speech in opposing Mr. Le 
béuchére’s motion plainly intimates this ex- 
péctation: that tus reform of the House of 
Lords will be the practical question of the 
future; and the warm support given to the 
resolution by the Parnellites shows that the 
Irish party is ready to make it the practical 
question now. 

It must be remembered that the House of 
Peers, in the sense of a chamber possessing 
hereditary legislative powers, is essentially 
English, as distinguisbed irom an Irish ora 
Séoten institution. Scotland and Ireland are 
represented in the House of Lords by Peers 
elected by the Peers of those countries, while 
the Engiish Peers are legisiators by birth. The 
question brought up by Mr. Laboucbére, there- 
fore, tends directly to reinforce the issue raised 
by Lord Randolph Churchill in a recent speech, 
that the will of England is overridden in impe- 
rial legislation by the other two kingdoms, and 
affords a fresh reason on behalf of my impret 
sion that a peaceful settlement of the ques 
tions involved in the present crisis is likely to 
be disturbed sooner or later by an outburst of 
English nattomal feeling. Setting aside the 
Iris vote, the result of the division upon Mr. 
Laboucbére’s motion shows a strong English 
oppositidn to any attack upon the hereditary 
principle, while it fully justifies the opinion 
whieh Mr. Labouchere gave me some time ago 
of the strength of the Hadical drift in 
the general body of the Imperial Parliament. 
This is particularly illustrated by the fact that 
two heirs-apparent to peerages supported Mr.

ABOUT A POST-OFFICE. 


RESIDENTS OF GLENCOE DON’T LIKE THE 
KECENT ACTION OF THE GOVERNMENT— 
HOW POSTMASTERS ARE MADE, 

The inhabitants of the Village of Glencoe, in 
this county, are in a very unbappy and dissat- 
isfied frame of mind over the recent removal 
of their post-office by order of the department 
at Washington, and are kicking vigorously over 
the alternative left them of walking two miles 
to the Village of Winnetka to post and receive 
their mail matter. The cause of the removal 
as stated by the department was the failure of 
the Postmaster to make his returns 
to Wasbington in accordance with the 
rues of the department. Assistant-Post- 
master Squires stated yesterday that 
the decapitated Postmaster bad called 
upon him some dars ago and insisted that be 
had made his returns in due form, upon which 
Mr. Squires advisea him to write the Postmas- 
ter-Genera! to that effect and forward a dupii- 
cate statement of his return sheet. Mr. 
Squires says that there is little doubt that 
the matter will be adjusted and the post-office 
reéstablishe, as its removal has unquestiona- 
biy incotvenienced the 300 or 400 people re- 
siding there. 

“Woat is the pay of a Postmaster in the 
average country town?" asked a reporter for 
Tue TRIBUNE. 

“Well, iu these small towns it runs, say, 
from $12 to $25 a year, the amount depending 
wholly upon the business transacted at the of- 
flee during the year. By business I meen the 
number of stamps sold; the amount collected 
on unpaid matter received, the number of ict- 
ters canceled, ete. The different post- 
offices’ of the ,country are divided into 
four classes, the fret, second, and third classes 
bemg termea Presidential offices because the 
President appoints the Post masters. Fourth- 
class Postmasiers are appointed by the Post mas- 
ter-General. Take Cook County, for instance, 
which bas in all about 120 post-offices, em- 
bracing all of the classes. The amount of re- 
muneration received by the fourtb-olass Post- 
master depends, as 1 say, upon the business 
bis office transactse. Should bis returns, which 

r to the Post- 


mediately recorded into the third class, as a 
Presidential office, and bis salary fixed at from 
$1,000 t0 2. 00% & year. Should the town grow 

pidty and his returns for. the next four 


second clase and nis salary fixed at from $2,000 
to $3,000 a year. When bis returns finally snow

year the office is then declared to be an office 
of the first class and the Postmaster s salary is 
fixed at from $8,000 to $6,000 per annum. While 
an office remains in the fourth ciass, however, 
the commiss ons are 60 per cent of the first 
$100 worth of business shown, 50 per cenit on 
the second $100, and 40 per cent on the bal- 


ance.

“No. The salary of the Postmaster at New 
York is $8,000. This, however, is a special 
salary, paid because the New York office is 
used as a depository tor money-order funds.“ 

In case a grow village should desire a 
post-office what would be its method of pro- 
cedure?” 

A petition would be circulated among the 
inhabitants by those agitating the matter ask- 
ing the Postmaster-General to establish an of- 
fice in the village, and indicating some one 
there whom tbe people would like to bave act 
as their Postmaster. It is not required that 
any specified number of names snouid be at- 
fixed, so that-a sufficient number are there to 
show the department that an o is wanted. 
The petiuon should then be sent to the Post- 
master-General at Washington, who will for- 
ward to the address furnished in the petition a 
blank form which must de filled in by some 
one whose name ig on the petivon, witn in- 
formation as to the number of inhabitants, 
location, ete. This must then be forwarded to 
Washington, and if the depart ment thinks weil 
of it they um forward back a bond, and the 
person who is to act as Postmaster must qualify 
and take bis oath of office before a Justice of 
the Peace or notary public. When the bond 
bas been duly executed it is forwarded to the 
Postmaster-General, who then forwards to 
the new Postmaster bis commission.“ 

“Are any funds allowed such offices for 
— belp, or necessary materiale to be 


“No. Asarulear ce in such a town 
is usually located in some store in the place, 
and a clerk or other person about the premises 
is sworn in as an assistant. if the Postmaster 
desires. But any salary he may pay bis assist- 
ant must come out of his own pocket. As to 
materials, the Postmaster makes a requisition 
upon the department for stamps, stamped en- 
velopes, postal cards, newspaper wraps, and a 
Postmaster’s stamp. These are sent bim and 
charged to bis account and in bis quarterly re- 
turns to Wastington he must account for the 
stamps in his possession and those sola by him 
during the quarter. The Government fur- 
nishes stationery only to offices of the first and 
second classes.

THE DRAMA. 


MARY ANDERSON. 

It may de & matter of regret to some that 
critical commendation of Miss Anderson can- 
not regulate self by the pecuniary success of 
ber present engagement. Untostunate though 
it may be, it is still a fact that the standard by 
which an actress must be judged js not that of 
the box-office. It is gratifying to every one 
that this popular young woman has drawn 
crowds to the Columbia durm the week, but 
it is still necessary to regard ber from the 
point of view of the auditorium and not from 
that of the lobby. 

Considering ber range as an actress, ber ca- 
reer, which has now reached its apex, is cred- 
itable to herself and to her profession. Her 
personal influence upon the stage in this coun- 
try has been much more valuable than any- 
thing she has brought to it in the way of.orna- 
ment. While it is true that when people go to 
the theatre they go there for the acting, nev- 
ertheless, since they are brought into a sort of 
mental contact with the performers, it is grate- 
ful to them te know that they are doing their 
private feelings no violence. Leaving the 
question of art aside for a moment, it will be 
admitted that the place which Miss Anderson 
holds in the estimation of the public is due 
guite as much to der character as 
to her beauty. Pecentrieity proves to 
be an advertisement for an artist in 
Paris, while, on the contrary, delicacy of con- 
duet and lite exerts a similar influence in 
America. Even the coldest of Miss Anderson's 
critics will agree that the popularity she enjoys 
is deserved, insisting only that the popularity 
in question be resolved into its elements. Not 
the goodness of an artist, nor the deauty of 
her face, but the soul of her acting, makes 
work that is great.. A picture is a picture, no 
matter who paints it; and a stage portrayal is 
to be criticised on its own merits, no matter 
whether it be done by the idol of England or 
by an amateur from Missouri. Success is 
often the reward of other qualities than talent. 

There was uo opportunity for the display of 
the bigher gifts in that caricature of Greek 
life called Pygmalion and Galatea.”" Given 
a elassic form, Silliness could do justice to Mr. 
Gilbert's conception of the heroine. A little 
muste from Sir Arthur Suliivan would bave 
made the comedy an opera-bouffe of the irrev- 
erent order oft La Belle Helene.“ Miss An- 
derson enforced the moral of the play as vo- 
body eise could bave done—viz.: that Galatea 
should never have left the pedestal.

NEW SOUTH WALES, 


A DISTINGUISHED PARTY FROM ITS SHORES 
IN CHICAGO EN ROUTE TO ENGLAND—A 
PROSPEROUS CLIME. 

Sir Alexander Stuart, e- Premier of New 
South Wales, accompanied by bis family and a 
small party of friends, reached the Grand Pa- 
cific yesterday on their long journey from 
Australia to Eogiend. They will remain bere 
over today and tomorrow. 

The ex-Premier is of the sturdy Scotch mold, 

d thirty-two years in his adopted colony have 

effaced one. jot of the Scotch type. He 

spoke of Britain as “ home,” as if he bad been 
simply ou a pleasure trip from ber sbores and 
was at length on his joyful return. In a con- 
versation with a reporter for Tae Tarsus be 
showed, however, that the colonial air had not 
been conducive to tne longevity ot his Engiish 
ideas, and that he was, in many respects as 
typical a Democrat as if his adopted iand had 
been the United States inetead of a part of the 
Queen's possessions. New South Wales, be 
said, so far as home rule went and the govern- 
ment of its own interests was concerned, was 
now practically independent, save that it could 
not make treaties or enter into regulations 
with foreign Powers. It was governed by two 
Houses of Parliament and a responsible Cab- 
met, al the head of which was the Premier, and 
while the Governor, who was appointed by the 
crown, had the power of veto, it bad not been 
exércised for thirty years. The people were 
coutent at this condition of affairs, and did not 
feel any necessity or inelination for that wild 
dream of English Jingoism—imperial confed- 
eration. To send ten men to the Imperial Par- 
hament at London, where they would be so 
widely separated from English interests, 
would result in makme them absolutely 
useless. The ex- Premier went still further in 
his home- rule ideas as to imperialism, 
and advocated homwerule for Ireiand on the 
same conditions as the colonies... 

Speaking of the resources of New South 
Waies be stated that sheep were the mainstay 
of its people and that there were 45,000,000 of 
them. There were some attempts at wheat- 
raising, and, while enough bad been raised for 
home consumpdon, he did not beileve that the 
export of wheat would become sufliciently 
large, at least for twenty years, as to give 
Americans the slightest ground for fearing its 
competition. What wheat-lands there were 
are far inland and out of the reach of rail 
roads. At present the price of wool was so 
low that American buyers from Boston were 
buying eonsiderably ju the Sydney market. 

Of emigration Mr. Stuart & that the Colo- 
niai Goverhment expended £100,000 a yeur 
through ite agente at Loudon for tne assist- 
ance of emigrants. The agents selected such 
emigrants as they believed adapted for the coun- 
try, and only took them in such uumbers as the 
home Government believed were required for 
the year. In proportion of English, Iriau, and 
Scotch the agents endeavored to keep up the 
same ratio ruling in the United Kingdom, and 
in this manner the overwhelming predomi- 
nance of any nationality was prevented. Male 
emigrants had their expenses paid, excepting 
£2 each, married women £1 each, while uamar- 
ried women, who were a great boon in New 
South les, were carried entirely free.

Admitting that the part of Clarice was tech- 


| pically well done, it was not difficult to im- 


agine how it cou:d be improved. The shell of 
a great impersonation was there, lacking only 
the vivifying and all-uffiicing warmth of a 
womaniy soul. But Clarice afterall is less a 
character than a tour de force, and Galatea is 
an anomaly; the test of a comedienne’s 
talent was the part of Rosalind. 
This much may be truly said of that effort: 
Sbhakspeare must be very dull to the majority 
of people if they do not find a higher beauty in 
bis work than Mise Anderson has been able to 
reveal. Her natural austerity could not be 
expected to sympathize witn the sweet sensu- 
ousness of an idea that was altogether earthly 
and yet altogether lovely. Supposing for an 
inetant that the mass ol piaygoers take the 
same trifing view of the le; supposing 
that they regard the play not as 
life transmuted through =poetic fancy, 
but as a Gainty and amusing practical joke in 
five acts, then Mies Anderson satisfies them. 
Satisies them—yes, and delights them: for 
however shal.ow she may be in feeling or how- 
ever commonplace in fancy, she is always flat- 
tering to the eye and Charming to the ear. No 
more perfect instrument of acting bas come 
from Nature; but as there is always something 
lacking to counterbalance prodigality of en- 
dowment, it happens iu the present instance 
to be the most essential gift. 

It will probably be asked why emphasis is 
not laid upon the many exceliencies i astead of 
upon the striking defects of Miss Anderson as 
au actress. The reply Cansot be disagreeabie 
evey to her admirers: The compliment is paid 
to her of judging her by the standard of great- 
ness. It would de easy to put ber in the sec 
ond class (if such a division were recognized in 
art) and to praise her tor a muititude of 
secondary quulities; but here one finds ner 
making a triumphal progress through the 
country. receiving the rewards of greatness 
without possessing greatness in her art. She 
has still a career before her; but, while it may 
make ber a finer artist in a .echnical sense, it 
cinnot bring ber to any hight of popularity 
above that which she bas now attained. For 
reusons Other than artistic, no one wishes to 
abate @ jot the tribute of public favor that is 
paid bert but that favor, warm as it is, will not 
outlast the respectful consideration which 
witbnolds from her the higbest credit.

THE DOMINIUN’S DEBT. 


IT IS NOT ONLY ENORMOUS 
CREASING AT 
TIME. 
Orrawa, Ont., March 6.—/Special.j—A 

statement of the revenue and expenditure of 

the Dominion for the eight months from July 

1, 1885, to March 1, 1886, compared with the 

same months last year, shows the total reve- 

nue for the last eight months to be $19, 828,220 

and the total expenditure $24,544,400, leaving 

a deficit of $4,716,180, compared witb the deficit 

of $640,000 at the same date last year. Com- 

pared with 1885 the revenue for the 
eight months ending with February 
shows a decrease of $1,040,523, while the 
expenditure has increased by $3,268,700. Sir 
Leonard Tilley’s estimate of expenditure for 
the year was $30,468,630, or $20,245,743 for 
eight months. His estimate has been exceeded 
by over $4,000,000. It the expenditure for the 
remainder of the current year is kept up at the 
same rate as for the last eight months, it will 
reach $37,000,000 by the 80th of June. Sir 

Leonard's estimate of revenue is not being 

realized. He predicted that $32,000,000 would 

be received in the year, or $21,500,000 in

The expenditure statement shows 
an increase of over $300,000 in charges for in- 
terest on public debt; of $211,901 tor legisla- 
tion; of $2,196,117 for rebellion expenses; of 
$490,304 for the mounted police; of $48.000 for 
mail subsidies; of nearly $100,000 for Indians;

It is understood that when the Finance Min- 
ister makes his budget speech he wil! propose 
increases in excise taxes upon tobacco, cigars, 
and spirits. There will be an addition of four 
cents per pound in the duty upon tobacco 
manufactured from the imported leaf and $4 
per 1,000 upon home manufactured cigars. It 
is also reported that @ customs duty of sit 
cents per pound on tea and two cents per 
pound on coffee will be imposed, and that cus- 
toms and excise duties on wines and spirits of 
all kinds will be increased.

SMITH UF OMAHA.~ 


A SUIT DECIDED AT LINCOLN WHICH 
BRINGS TO MIND THE MEMORY Of THIS 
SWINDLER. 

Lincoty, Neb., March 6.—({Special. |—The 
jury in the case of Cole vs. Millerin the United 
States District Court brought in a verdict for 
the plaintiff at a late hour last night. The 
case involved $78,000, the proceeds of the Loyal 
L. Smith stock at Omaha. Smith went to Can- 
ada June 28, leavmg debts to the amount of 
over/$100,000. The day before de left he sold | 
his stock to Harmon Lowy of Chicago, a part- 
ner of Cole, the plaintiff, for $40,000 in cash 
and indorsed notes. The creditors attached the 
goods. Cole replevined them. Suit was brought 
by the creditors in the United States Court, 
and a receiver was put in charge of the goods 
and ordered to sell them to save them. Cole 
brought suit in the United States Court against 
Sheriff Miller to recover the value of the goods. 
The defense was that Lowy knew of Smith's 
debts when he bought the goods, and hence 
participated in the fraud. The verdict gives 
him the goods and leaves the creditors out: 
These debts amount to over $102,000, and 
among the creditors are J. V. Farwell & Co. of 
Chicago, $19,000; A. S. Gage & Co. of © 
$10;000: Max Judd & Co. of Chicago, $1,730. It 
is said that more than $160,000 is owed in Chi- 
cago. Smith had unlimited credit at the Omaha 
banks, and the Merchants’ National is left for 
$15,000 and the United States National for 
$7,000. Smith was connected with the Flemming 
& Merriam bucket-shop beiore coming to 
Omaha. 

[Smith was known in Chicago in 1883-864. He 
was Orst heard of, to the chagrin of several dozen 
country merchants, as a dealer in butter and 
cheese. The firm fatled under suspicious cireum- 
stances, and after a vain endeavor of the creditors 
to collect their dues the name of L. IL. Smith was 
forgotten. Smith subsequently started a commis- 
sion house on the West Side under the name of W. 
T. Johnson & Oo. scheme alleged to have 
been worked was to receive consignments of flour 
from firms in the Northwest, ship it to New York, 
and secure advances on it. When the bills fell due 
the firm falied. , 

A firm known as F. W. Pullen & Co., No. 186 Last 
Kinzie street, was another of Smith ventures. 
In this instance a large firm of flour manufacturers 
in Minneapolis was worked for a car-load 
of flour, but the house became suspicious and 
escaped the fate of others who gave credence to 
the representations of Pullen & Co, 


H. P. Freuch & Co. of No. 38 River street was 
the third firm started by Smith. By means of let- 
ters of indorsement French 4 Co. secured a con- 
signment of 1,300 barrels of four from Gordon, 
Barker & Co. of &t. Louis. The flour was forward- 
ed to Carpenter, Kilduff & Co. of New York and an 
advance of $5,000 was obtained from them. After 
thirty days Gordon, Barker & Co. sent in their bill, 
and it was found that French & Co., alias L. I. 
Smith, had failed. ds 

Smith is said to have had about $60,000 in bank in 
Chicago when he decided about a year ago to en- 
gage in the dry-goods businessin Omaha. He suc- 
ceeded in getting credit in Chicago and afterward 
in the East. At first he bought cautiously, but 
after his credit was established East he appears to 
have been an excellent customer for the drum- 
mers. His recklesness soon excited suspicion. 
Some local firms refused his patronage and others 
were chary toward the last.]

COST OF TELEPHONE SERVICE. 
FIGURES THAT WOULD INDICATE A MOST 
SUBSTANTIAL PROPIT SOMEWHERE, 

Cutcago, March 6—({Eaitor of The Tribune.) 
—The telephone companies of Indigna are go- 
ing to pull up stakes because they say it won't 
pay at $36. Perhaps they are gomgto do it 
before the newspapers can get around to fig- 
ure up their probabie expenses. Of dourse 
they cannot consistently continue in that State 
if they are going to make afight to seep up 
the rates, because if they keep on under the 
present law other States will follow suit. 
There are in Chicago in round numbers 
4,000 telephones in use. According to 
the New York Times the plant costs 
per subscriber about $11, or $44,000 for 
the whole plant. The annual interest on 
this sum at 7 per cent is $3,080. If the rental 
were fixed at 886 the income would be $144,000. 
Taking,out the interest on the plant value, we 
would have. or rather they would have, $140,- 
920 to cover expense of service and profits. 
With careful, economical management I think 
a fair profit might be made at these figures. 
But suppose we figure on the actual rental of 
$125. income would be $600,000 and 
the amount to cover expenses of service and 
profite would be $496,920.

To those who know her, ber life 1 as great a 
mystery as her art. Bhe han been an invalid 
for years. She lives on air. Nobody ever saw 
her eat a hearty meal. The late Dr. Beard, who 
gave his life to the study of morbid phenom- 
ena, once told me that she was the most mag- 
nificent example be had ever seen of the supe 
riority of invalidiem to art. 

And I think she opens for us a strange chap- 
ter in the study of acting womankind. I bave 
seen enough of these strange creatures not to 
know that sothe of them can do with their hys- 
teria what intelligence ean never do with its 
histrioniem. And Ishould like to ask some 
psychologist if it may not be possibte after all 
that the mimetic power is only a form of hys-

ria. 

People go in droves to see Clara Morris and 
then hug the nightmare recollection of her 
Miss Multon witb shuddering delight. 

Now, the very antithesis of Ciara Morris is 
Judic, playing here now for one week at the 
Star.

THE PRESIDENT’S., POSITION NOT TENABLE 
UNDER THE LAW. 

Washington (D. C.) Dispatch to Cincinnati 
Enquirer (Dem.): The President's recent mes- 
sage, which aas about it the flavor of Andrew 
Johnson 1½ its personal pronoun sense, is veing 
studied with more exactness than he might 
wish. For instance, in speaking of the papers 
to which himself and the Senate are a party to 
the controversy, the President says: “I con- 
sider them in no proper sense as upon the files 
of the department, but as deposited there for 
my convenience, remaining still completely 
under my control. 1 suppose if I desired to 
take them into my custody I might do so with 
entire prooriety, and if I saw At to destroy them 
nu one could complain.” 

Upon this point itis found that statutory 
law is against him. Sec. 5.408 of the Revised 
Statutes says: ‘Every person who wiilfuily 
destroys, or attempts to destroy, or, with in- 
tent to steal or destroy, takes and carries away 
any record, paper, or proceeding of a court of 
justice, filed or deposited with any clerk or 
officer of such court, or any paper, or docu- 
ment, or record filed or deposited in any public 
office or with any judicial or publie officer, 
shall, without reference to the value of the 
record, paper, document, or proceeding so 
taken, pay a fine of not more than $2,000 or 
suffer imprisonment at hard labor not more 
than three years, or both.” 

Sec. 5,408 says: “Every officer having the 
custody of any record, document, paper, or 
proceeding specified in Sec. 5,403, who fraudu- 
lently taaes away or withdraws or destroys any 
such record, document, paper, or proceeding 
filed in his office or deposited with nim or in his 
custody shali pay a fine of not more than $2,000 
or suffer imprisonment at hard labor not more 
than three years, or both; and shail moreover 
forfeit his office and be forever afterward dis- 
qualified from bolding any office under the 
Government of the United States.“ 

It would hence appear that the President's 
position is not tenable under the law. How- 
ever, he is to be excused. The President is 
himself not a lawyer, and his Attorney-Gen- 
eral's mind just now is absorbed with very dis- 
tracting duties.

A Visit to the Establishment at the Stock- 
Yards—From Slaughter-Pen to 
Refrigerator- Car. 


HICAGO didn’t dave any cattle 
market to speak of until 1866. 


of Jacksonville, III., was the 
largest shipper of cattle in the 
country, and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, which was at that 
time making strenuous offorts 
to increase its traffic in live stock, offered him 
an inducement io the way of a roce-bottom 
rute to bring bis stock to Obicago and dispose 
of it. The offer was accepted, and Alexander 
moved to Chicago, thereby belping consider- 
ably in forming the nucleus of what is now oue 
of the most tremendous enterprises of the 
Western metropolis. As an incentive to cattle- 
shippers the Erie, then operated by Fisk and 
Gould, in 1868, and its connections, began to 
carry cattle to the seaboard at a merely nom- 
inal figure—next to free of charge—ana con- 
tinued doing so for. nearly a year. Then the 
Vanderbilt interest, in the form of the New 
York Central, stepped in with a still lower 
tariff, and before very long the roads became 
involved in a cut-throat wr that thoroughly 
demoralized their cattle-carry ing interests, ef- 
fectually preventing avy profit on this class of 
freight. The managers ultimately got together 
and agreed to pool issues on a percentage 
basis. They selected representatives from 
among the shippers and paid them a commis- 
sion for causing live freight to be shipped in a 
manner calculated to equalize the business, 
Tu DRESSED-BEEF BUSINESS. 

The business of * dressing” beef and other 
meats for shipment is of comparatively recent 
growth, and one which did not assume any- 
thing like its present gigantic proportions un- 
til within the last three years, while in 1885 it 
was nearly double that of the previous year. 
George H. Hammond, bead of the present firm 
of Hammond & Co,, ‘something like twelve 
years ago inaugurated the shipping of dressed 
beef and pork, and was followed very shortly 
afterwards by Nelson Morris, the latter, bow- 
ever, only shipping in ordinary box-cars dur- 
ing the fall and winter months, It was in 1875 
that Gustavus F. Swift, who now controls by 
far the greater share of the Chicago dressed- 
meat interest, came here from New Engiand 
and went into the live-stock business in aemali 
way, Phil Armour entering the field later. 
Swift did not begin siacghtering until 1878. 
Of the three firms, Swift Co., Armour 
& Co., and Hammond & Co., who virtually 
monopolize the sbipment of dressed meats 
from Chicago the first by far exceeds the others 
in bulk of output and extentiof territory cov- 
ered. It is estimated that Swift & Co. overiap 
Armour & Co. by about a third in the dressed- 
beef business, Armour’s — being hogs,

race between Swift and r has been 
watched trom time to time every class of 
merchants interested in 1. stock with ab- 
sorbing interest, and the fact that Swift has 
maintained the lead be sec at the start and 
appears able to maintain it alltime to come 
18 a matter of surprise to those who are con- 
versant with the business both 
merchants. 


WHO SWIFT 

Gustavus F. Swift is a ty 
er, tall, somewbat spare of 
countenance denoting shre 
activity. He has passed 


24, 1889, and worked on his.tather’s farm until 
he was of age. In the summer of 1861 de 
moved to Barnstable, in the same State. 
and commenced business as a retail butch- 
er. He continuea in bitisiness there 
for eight years, buying cattle for the first three 
years at Brighton and Watertown, after which 
he purchased his stock almost exclusively at 
Albany, N. V. He sold out his retail business 
at Barnstable in 1869, moving to Brighton, 
Mass., to more fully engage in the Western 
cattle trade between Buffalo, Albany, and 
Brighton, and carried this on three years, liv- 
ing in Brighton the first year, and in Clinton, 
Worcester County, Mass., the next two. In 


187 he formed a copartnership with Mr. J. A. 


Hathaway of Brighton, Mass., under the firm 
name of Hathaway & Swift, and carried on 
business at Albany, N. Y., for twe years. 

In January, 1875 the firm moved to Chicago, 
where it carried on the livestock business 
under the same name for three years, during 
which time it was the tsbipper of live 
cattle to New England. parinership was 
dissolved in 1878, and firm of 
Swift Bros. & Co. was formed, since which 
time its special business has been the slaugh- 
tering and shipment ot refrigerator beef, mut- 
ton, and hogs, it having during this time estab- 
lished branca houses in the Eastern States of 
New York, Pennsyivania, Connecticut, New 
Hampshire, ete. In April of last year the bus, 
ness of Swift Bros. & Co. was incor ted, 
the new corporation being denominate Swift 
& Co., of which concern G. F. Swift is 
President, Edward C. Swift, a son of G. F., 
Vice-President, L. F. Swift, a son. Treasurer, 
and D. R. Hartwell, Secretary. The corpora- 
tion is now sbhippme to 110 branch houses, in 
102 of which it bas a direct interest.
